Ihe AB airbrush will hoc clog with opaque colors* 
India inks* printer inks or dyes can also br used with¬ 
out the slightest injury to the airbrush. However* 
colors should not be left to dry in the color cup, High 
grade colors will produce the beat results. 

Practice is of ut*nat importance to acquire skill 
and to create the "any fine artis-tic effects possible 
in freehand air drawings, mechanical and photo retouch-

OPERATION; It is important to have clean* dry sir to 
insure best results and work. 6 r M Manus! Air Moisture 
Condenser Unit nr 12'A Automatic Air Moisture Condonser 
Unit is of sufficient capaoi to provide rJ tar, and 
instantly regulated air pressure at. llII times for sev¬ 
eral airbrushes. Regulate air pressure to about 25 lbs. 

After attaching air hose to the compresent nr nit 
outlet* blow out any foreign Matter that may be in the 
air hose d r airline, then screw,AC20 n l/+"-40 thread 
coupling securely onto 2-AJ2!i valve casing. Check nil 
hose end pipe connections to make sure there are no sir 
leaks. lMven cup is new it is necessary to start flow nf 
color by using n stiff brush to push the color into the 
needle .slot, or by pressing the thumb over the entire 
cup open ? ng in a pumping action, thus feeding color to 
the needle slot* Repeat ibis action until color flows 
freely in the slot nf 7-AJ77 needle bearing. 

Airbrush should be held so that the needle is paral¬ 
lel to the surface nf work. Press 19-A131 finger button- 
straight down with index finger, in which position the 
airbrush will produce s fine linn when held near the 
working surfsee. To widen the spray draw the airbrush 
gradually away from the surface. For shading und ground 
laying, the airbrush should be held uwny from the sur¬ 
face, the amount of color depending nn hew fnr buck the

of the airbrush and the distance it should be field from 
the pork to obtain the desired width of die color to be 
applied., 

IMPORTANT ADJUSTMENTS; 10-AM2 needle guide holds 
the needle in alignment. This should be adjusted to 
guide the needle in the bearing, not. too tight (as this 
will cause friction) and not too loose (as this will 
permit needle to yibrute. The needle should move freely 
to produce th-c finest line, graduating into a wider 
atomized pattern according Lu the various positiona 
of the finger lever, 

20 -A 60 lever adjusting screw regulates the needle so 
that it e-un always be set to at-ar t with the finest 
line. By turning 20-A6O screw to the right, needle ls 
brought forward lo start with a heavier lint, 

ll-AllCi needle is one of the most important parts of 
the airbrush, as results produced depend on the fine¬ 
ness of the needle point. Reedies are shaped, bent and 
cut to fit and are easily replaced* The needles are 
pa*;lend in special holders to protect the fine point of 
th*- needlra, required for finest detail work protection 
and cure must be taken that the point is always kept 
straight* A bent needle will cause frayed lines . When 
changing the needle, use tweezers and place bent end 
down in 12-A107 walking arm sluL and into groove below. 
Press needle under 1U-A142 needle guide and gently 
place point of needle i nto 7 - A177 needle bearing s lot 
without bending it. for removing, reverse procedure. A 
fine line depends upon the point and the position of 
the finger lever* 

6-Altil air blast jet must always be set so that, air 
blast will center the needle. Proper alignment of the 
air blast with the needle mil produce a fine line and 
smooth spray, [f wirjet 6-A1Q1 orifice is clogged the 
spray wi]] be coarse* Glean by removing air blast and 
blow out any foreign material. 

1 -A 1*0 speed regulsting screw controls the speed of 
the wheel and the needle. Regulate for fast or view 
feed of color, 

D-A146 stipple adjusting screw controls thr volume 
of air released. By turning this screw to the right, ■ 
stipple effect can he produced. Ry varying the position 
nf this screw, the texture of the stipple can be con - 
trolled fro® a very fine to a coarse stipple which re¬ 
quires a very low air pressure and heuvy color to 
create stipple, 

8-A1T9 color cup is adju*table for drawing beard or 
easel use.

15-A114 self-feeding grease cup should be kept fill¬ 
ed with viujoliTie lubricant. 1Q-A142 needle guide should 
alao bfe lubricated, m that the needle may ran without 
ftie Lion.
